Who Are Entombed in Nova Scotia Mine 


Interesting farts concerning 
the 
founding of the first seven Lutheran ! 
churches in Adams county, during the 
eighteenth century, were related by 
Dr. Robert Fortenbaugh. head o f the 
departm ent of history at Gettysburg 
college, in an address before the 
April meeting of the Adams county 
historical society Monday evening 
at the court house. 
Speaking in the place of Dr. A. R, 
W entz, of the Lutheran theological 
sem inary faculty, who was prevent­ 
ed by illness from 
attending 
the 
m eeting. Doctor Fortenbaugh an­ 
nounced his .subject as "Tile B e­ 
ginnings of the Lutheran Church in 
Adams County up to 1800.” 
In 
his first statem ents 
Doctor 
Fortenbaugh lusted as a misnomer 
the “Scotch-Irish” label often a t­ 
tached to the name of the county. 
On the basis of the 1926 religious 
census, it was revealed that about 
18.000 of the 21,240 church members 
in the county were of German back­ 
ground and that about 42 per cent 
of the church population of the 
county is Lutheran. The number of 
Catholics was listed at 5.583. 
The 
total of all Protestants was given as 
15,657 with Lutherans forming 8 - 
905 of that number. 
S tarted I Vt1 fore 1800 
Doctor Fortenbaugh stated 
that 
the probable reason for the Lu­ 
theran strength in the county was 
the presence of prominent Lutheran 
institutions, especially the seminary. 
Turning then to the development 
of the Lutheran denomination here. 
Doctor 
Fortenbaugh 
stated 
that 
seven Lutheran churches had been 
med in the area that is now Ad­ 
orns county, then a p ail of York 
county, before 1800. 
The Lutheran 
center, from which churches in this 
county were formed, was thp old 
Conewago charge, now St. M atthews 
church in Hanover 
The first groups I 
of Lutheran worshippers were ta n n ­ 
ed in this section by a Lutheran 
m inister, John Casper Staber, who ; 
travelled the Monocacy road and 
formed 
groups 
of worshippers at 
Frederick, Hanover and York, 
Under the leadership of a David 
Chandler, a log church was built, 
one of the first west of the Susque­ 
hanna,” a mile southwest of H an­ 
over and north of the M cSherrys­ 
town road.” probably in w hat is now 
Adams county. 
Union Church 
In 
1750 the same 
church 
was 
moved to a new location east of 
Hanover along the Carlisle road and 
then in 1800 to the present site of 
St. M atthew’s church 
in 
Hanover 
where it has liad a continuous h is­ 
tory. 
Known then as Conewago 
charge, that organization operated 
as a missionary church and the first 
branch church formed from it in j 
tins county was Lower Bermudian 
church, near Bermudian, 
in 
1745. 
Formed in 1745, it was Hie first per­ 
m anent Lutheran church in what is 
now Adams county. 
W ith a Mr. Nyberg as tile first 
pastor, the members of the church 
worshipped at various point* in that 
section for the first nine years and 
then erected a log church in 1754. 
T he Rev. George Bager, a figure 
prominent in early Lutheran history 
of the county, conducted the dedi­ 
cation service. This church, as were 
m any others, was a union church 
w ith 
members 
of 
the 
Reformed 
church in the section. 
The second church was St. John's 
Lutheran church at Abbottstown, 
formed in the early 1800’s, another 
offspring of the Conewago charge. 
First services were held in a school 
building and a weatherboard struc­ 
ture w’as built in 1882. 
The first 
pastor was the Rev Gi*orge Bauer. 
Next to bo formed was St. John's 
T utheran at Littlestown, organized 
1763. Up to 1768, the members of 
the congregation worshipped in a log 
church. 
Bender's Church 
Bender’s Lutheran church, first 
knowui as Bender’s Lutheran and 
Reformed church of Table Rock, w»as 
th e next to be organized. The pres­ 
en t building was built in 1811. 
An­ 
other union church was formed by 
the Lutheran and Reformed church 
members of Arendtsville 
in 
1781. 
known as the Arendtsville Trinity 
Lutheran church. 
Tile sixth Lutheran church was 
opened at Upper Bermudian in 1782 
and has had a continuous existence 
w ith a large membership 
T he last church in the county to 
be formed in the eighteenth century

Gettysburg wras St. Jam es Lutheran 
form ed in 1789, as a joint enterprise 
w ith members of the Reform ed faith 
T he first structure was built on the 
present site of Trinity Evangelical- 
Reformed. 
In 1814 the churches 
separated and the L utheran con­ 
gregation moved to the present site 
a t York and Stratton streets. 
Although Christ L utheran church 
was not founded until about the 
middle of the nineteenth century 
Doctor Fortenbaugh spoke briefly of 
th e incidents surrounding its for­ 
m ation.

Chicago. April 21 tAP). — Sen­ 
tences of 199 years, designed by 
Judge Joseph Burke to keep them 
in the penitentiary the rest of their 
lives, were imposed Monday on two 
of the four young gangsters indicted 
for m urdering Dr. Silber C. Peacock, 
child specialLst, January 2.

T heir testimony took 
less than three m inutes each. 
Both also were sentenced to serve 
one year to life in prison on their

The determ ination of the state’s 
attorney’s office to place the two on 
trial came as a surprise, as they 
were scheduled to be arraigned May 
4 with their alleged companions, 
Emil Rec. 19, and Michael Living­ 
ston, 17. Reek and Livingston have 
repudiated confessions prosecutors 
said all four m ade soon after their 
arrests, and have entered pleas, of 
innocence to the Peacock charge.
